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HE public prints will have alrea- 
dy informed our readers, of the 
recent honour of knighthood conferred 
upon the fubjeét of thefe memoirs; by 
that illuftrious: and revered patron, o 
merit, his excellency earl Haapwicke. 
This circumftance which has fo dittin- 
guifhingly announced the return of a 
gallant: countryman to his native land, 
after twenty-two years meritorious and 
arduous fervices in the eaft, has given 
to his name a publicity, which, extrin- 
fic of their. own interefling nature, 
muft make the following particulars 
(communicated by a friend with whom 
the fubjeét of them maintained a regu- 
lar correfpondence,) gratifying.to the 
curiofity of oir readers. Sir David 
Ogilby’s entrance into the world, 
which took place at Newtown Limava- 
dy in the north of Ireland, on the 3d 
Augutt, 1755, was attended by a re- 
markable circumflance, which feemed 
in the very. moment of his birth, to 
mark his deftination to the profeffion of 
arms. In confequence.of a loaded pif- 
tol having been prefented: to. his mo- 
ther’s breaft, the parent’s throes were 
accelerated by fright, and Mars ufurped 
the office of Lucina. The family name, 
which was originally Ogilvie, but affim- 
lated to Englith orthography, by the 
paternal grandfather of fir David, ei- 
ther from eccentricity or fome domeftic 
femily picque, proves him defcended 
February, 1804. .

valry. 

Sometime after the determination of 
called the wdr of 1780, ive 
David, fiill an enlign, made applica 
On for, and was appointed to the ‘itr ree 
giment of Ruropean infantry, in order, 
as ftated in his application ‘ he might 
become verted in the Luropean equally 
with the native line of the lervice,’ He 
was here appointed to the command of 
a company, vacant by the abtence of 
its captain, on the general itaff of the 
army. ‘ihis commaad he heid for fe- 
veral years, acquiteng himfelf in fuch 
manner that while beloved by his men, 
he, on the regiment taking the field in 
the war of i7go, received the ungna- 
litied thanks of heut. col. Oldham, lis 
unmediate commanding ofncer, who, 
at this perod, was appointed to the 
command of a brigade inthe line. On 
the taking poficlhon of Dacaporam, 
by the army under general fr William 
Meadows, in the year Jiu mentioned, 
iy David, then a lieutenant, was placed 
in command of the whole detail of na- 
tive troops, ordered te compofe that 
garrilon, and formed by detachments 
from the different corps of the army. 
But ever anxious to be employed in the 
held, he after rejoined the army 
in command of the grenadier company 
of the rit European regiment, the cup- 
tuin baving been ablent fick. On this 
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eccafion, when quitting Dacaporam, 
he received the thanks of the comman- 
dant, capt. Swain, * for his zeal, perfce 
verance,. and attention to his duty, in 
the difReult fituation he filled in that 
garrifon, amidft fo many jarring inte- 
refts.? At the fiege of Dindigul, which 
followed foon after, he greatly fignaliz- 
ed himfelf-in the affault of the lower 
fort, which he headed, under the ditad- 
vantage of being éxpofed to the full 
obfervation of the enemy, it having 
been about 8 or g o’clock in the morn- 
ing, and to the whole fire of the upper 
rock fort. On teceiving ‘orders for 
this fervice, he immediately formed and 
unloaded his company, refolving to 
trult to the bayonet alone, for fuccels, 
and his ¢oncife addrefs to his men, dil- 
pay.d that laconi¢ clogunce of a fol- 
dier determined not to wafte in words, 
the time which could be better employ- 
ed ination: having repeated his orders 
to his men, he briefly added, * You 
all hear what we haveto do, follow me 
ny lads,’ and in lefs than a quarter of 
au hour vi¢tory found him in the new 
palace of the Seyed Salih, the fultan’s 
father-in-law. For this jervice, at the 
recommendation of gen. Mulprave, he 
was appo:ated fort-adjutant of Dindt- 
etl, where he continued fome years: In 
ie i rming at the Upper, OT rock - 
rOrt, 2 iervice Which tre foln ited, he 
Ciiplayed immiar bravery aud condnuét. 
eing new placed, in cgpacity of fort- 
iutant, on the e@eneral f{taff of the 
army he was not properly lable to du- 
tees of detachment, but it was found 
neceflary by captain, now colonel Bow- 
fer, an officer Of great experience and 
Aifcernment, then in command of Din- 
durul, to employ heut. Ogtiby tm the 
recuétion of the {trong fort of Ootam- 
palleam, at the head of the Dindigul 
yalley, for which fervice all the force 
that could could be allowed him, wis 
one three-pounder iron piece of ord- 
nance, one enfign and twenty-three Eu- 
ropeais, twenty-feven regular fepoys, 
anc two compaties of fibendies, al def- 
eroprion of native troops defigned folely 
for the colleétion of the revenues; and 
6fcercd by native invalid commiflioned 
and non cowmiloaed officers, coufider- 


ed incapable of effective fervice. Hay. 
ing reached Ootampalleam with his lit. 
tle party early on the morning of th 
third day, he found it to be of conf. 
dérable extent, beiag three or four 
miles in circumference, and of a flrength 
capable of refiiting a very fuperior force, 
Three taces of the pettah, befides its 
{trong mud walls and round baftions 
perforated with loop-holes, were clofe. 
ly encompaffed with a thick impenetra. 
ble bamboo hedge, interwoven with un 
derwood, the apparent growth of ages, 
and nearly 200 yards in depth. The 
fourth face prefented the fort or cite 
del, mounted with numerous little pie. 
Ces of country ordnance, and garrifoned 
by fix-hundréd Polygars, a defeription 
of people whole bravery 1s become 
ulmoft proverbial in India, exclutive of 
armed inhabitants in defence of the 
pettah and boundaries, computed at 
double that number ; the Whole con. 
manded by Cawker Cawn, a ce. nfidea. 
tial ftewart of the faltah.. Our’ little 
Britifia force, became, from the {mall 
nefs of its number,’ a. niatter “of jel 
aud amufemept to the “enemy, in fo 
much fo, that Appagee Gowindoo, and 
Bodey Naig, two Polygar princes, af 
feed friends to the Erighsth  interett, 
but whote forces aQtually held the place 
for the fultan, came without leave of 
admiffion within. the lines, ta pay, 
they alleged, a vifit to the Englihh of 
fcer. They were, however, mtrodue- 
ed, and received on the terrace of a 
pagoda, which fir David had occupied 
for the accommodation of his little par- 
ty, ina manner that feemed to excite 
their furprife and difappuintment ; and 
the tlrony detemnination which marked 
this officer’s countenance, they foon 
perceived was not ‘a fubjeét for ther 
preconcerted merriment. After fe 
maining for fome time and communtca- 
ing through the medium of an inter 
preter, the latter withdrew to dirett 
fome matter of ceremony, when the 
two chiefs, imagining themfelves not 
underflood and perfe&ly fafe, convert: 
ed: without reférve. Untuckily howe 
ver, for them, fir David was pproha- 
eat in the Tamul or Malabar languagé, 
and on their taking leave, which, © 
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heighten the effect, was conducted 
with the greater ceremony, we may 
readily conceive their attonifhment, 
when, on reaching the bottom of the 
fleps by which they defcended from 
the terrace of the pagoda, they were 
arrefted as traitors and {pies, and orders 
given, in their prefence, for their ex- 

eution, by being blown from the three- 
pounder piece of ordnance, preci ely 
at 7 o’clock the next morning, if the 
fort and pettah were not furrendered at 
difcretion at leaft an hour before. Sir 
David repaired ‘immediately to reft, but 
was Called up about 3 o’clock im the 
night, at the inftance of the two chiefs, 
and matters being readily arranged, the 
place furrendered at 6 o’clock the ‘next 
morning. An account of the grain to 
a confiderable amount, and military 
ftores being taken, the two companies 
of fibendies were put into the garrifon, 
and on the feventh day from the march- 
ing of the party on the expedition, 
Cawder Cawn, the fultan’s killedar of 
Ootam palicam, was lodged a prifoner 
in the rock iort of Dindigul ; nor is 
it to be omitted, that in the time 
mentioned, the party performed a 
march of one hundred and eighty miles, 
in fuch a climate as India. For this 
important fervice, which reduced’ to. 
the obedience of the Eaft India .com- 
pany the extenfive and fertile valley of 
Dindigul, our heutenant received the 
fpecial thanks of mr. Macleod, the 
collector, and civil reprefentative of 
government, While at Dindigul, dur- 
ing this war, he was further eciploy red 
in condnéting a convoy of 10,900 [pare 
and 4000 loaded bullocks, to the grand 
army, which with but one European 
company, he effected, for a diftance of 
feventy miles, in ‘three days, altho’ 
twenty miles were through a.- forett, 
where but two loaded bullocks. could 
move abreaft, and the remainder thro’ 
a country expofed to the predatory in- 

curfions of the enemy’s horfe, and free- 

hooters. 

On fir David’ S promotion to the pau 
of captain by brevet, he was nominat- 
ed to the command, as’ marquis Corn- 
Wallis 1s faid to have termed it, in his 


letter to the India-directory of * the 


* 


important little fortrefs of Nameul,” 
fituated on the fultan’s frontiers, and 
holding in check the ttrong pott of Car- 
rore. When proceeding to take charge 
of this ttation, he got by mittake, in 
the . ght, into the fultan’s territories 5, 
which, "if difcovered, would have fub- 
jected him to be fent a prifoner into the 
prefence at Syringapatam, but to the 
sediler humanity of the totter Gi: he 
was indebted for fatety: By a Malabar 
family, entirely confitting of females 
he was conc ‘ealed and hotpit: bly enter- 
tained during the mght, and direéted 
into his right road the following morn- 
ing. In the command of Nameul he 
continued Up We ards of four yoare, CON- 
ducting himfelf to the fulleft fatisfaGi- 
on of government, and meriting the 
love and gratitude of the jnhabitants of 
the difttri@t over whech he prefided in a 
military capacity. While thus 
ed in the duties of his tation, le was 
not inattentive to the confideration of 
meafures, generally tending to the 
benefit of the fervice, and therefore, 
prior to the breaking out of the war of 
1799, he gave into lord Clive, tn the 
December preceding, an ably digeited 
and much approved plan, for the fur 
prife and reduction of the feveral forts 
of Carrore, Eroad, Daraporam, Go- 
imbatore, and Culumbaum, the fail of 
which latter, would oblige the enemy 
to evacuate or give up Sicklagherry, 
and Dallycottah, as during the prewious 
war under fimiuar circumitances. The 
furprile of Ca rrore, into which he had, 
himfelf, gone in difguife, he pled ged 
himfel€ uncdaditionally to cffe&, at 
the head of one half of bis own garri- 
fon of Nameul, or forfeit his life ig the 
attempt, The neceflity llowever, which 
occurred of marching a large force 
under col. Archer Brown, into thofe 
favage diltricts of the fuliaa, to ob- 
tain fupplies forthe grand army béfore 
Syringapatam, rendered this plan, 
though honovred with particular ap- 
probation, not then requifte. While 
holding the command of this fation, 
he was alfo on other occafions, honour- 
ed with the particular approbation of

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A Defcription of the Torwn of A leap Role 
in Lreland, ( lish an Lngraving.) 


THE town of New Rofs, in Tre. 
land, was, ortvinally founded by the 
Dances. It is feated in the county of 
Wexford, on the ealtern bank of the 
river Barrow, about 63 miles from 
Dublin, and enjoys a brifk trade im 
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pork, beef, cori, &c. the river being 
Thiavis gable by (hips of FOO tons burden. 

Thie town, which teaithes down to 

tie river’s ed Je, is fo ttee Dy that the 
chimnies of the houfes on the quay do 

potrea, ‘h to thie bafes of the houles in 
the ftreets above. 

‘The church is an old ilruéture, part- 
ly in ruins, and ttands on an elevation, 
which makes the approach fatiguing. 

Rofs was accounted a ttrong town 
when Cromwell beheged it : and molt 
of its walls and gates were in preferva- 
tion till within the laft 30 years, fince 
which, however, they have been allow- 
el to fallinto decay, and are now almott 
v holl y pone. 

The bridge, conttruéted of wood by 
the celebrated mr. Cox, exhibits one 
of the handfomeit. monuments in Ire- 
land of that ingenious man’s flkill, and 
ihe draw-bridye ts on avery fimple and 
commodious plan, 

Rots was a bifhopric of itfelf, 
tae archbifhop of Cathel, till 
when gueen Elizabeth united it to 
Cork. ‘he town fuffered confiderably 
during the recent rebellion, and now 
prefents a fad picture to the eye of a 

traveller. The rebel army detached 
from the grand camp at Vinegar-hill, 
conlittiag of 21,000 men, principally 
armed with pikes, and under the com- 
mand of mr. Bagnal Harvey marched 
tuattack ite The garrifon was com- 

manded by general Johntton, and con- 
hited of the county of Dublin regiment, 
part of the Meath, a brigade of light 
CY umpantes, detachments of ‘the sth, 
oth, aud Mid-Lothian dragoons, with 
yeomen cavalry and intantry. On 
Monday night, the 4th of June 1798, 
abd {kirmifhed ; at four next morning 

tuerebels were vifible in line, aud feat 
a} melicnger into the town to desu its 
furrender. The meflenger was initantly 
thot ; whereupon the. rebels drove a 
li irre ‘body of cattle before them down 
othe town, and then ruthed on pre- 
cipitately, fhouting in a molt bideous 
Wanner, This threw the- troopsinto 
cont and the attack became fur-

The 
molt horrible devattation coptinued 
from four in the morning till two in the 
afternoon, during which tune the town 
was fet on fire in various places; the 
rebels then gave way, and fled, leaving 
3000 dead and wounded. Harvey lott 
his command, and was fent to Wexford 
for mile mdu€&t; but being afterwards 
taken’ by the loyalitts, he was tried for 
high treafon and executed.

However great the rage for politics has 
been in former times, I may fafely affirm, 
that in our days it has not abated, but 
confiderably encreafed, from the higheft 
to the loweft orders of life. The meanett 
mechanic will venture to fcrutinize the 
affairs of government, and perhaps over 
his cups, deliver his opinion with all 
the gravity of a ftatefmar ; he will even 
hint ata negociation between ours atid 
fureign courts, or a change in the 
miniitry, and go fo faras to declare from 
circumf{tances, an impoffibility for affairs 
to continue in the fame potture, for the 
fhort period of a week. ag oe 

How to account for this propenfity 
in allranks to {peak fo freely on affatte 
of ftate, Tam really at a lofs to déter- 
mine ; but can only attribute it to the 
gréat want of information too generally 
lamented, to fupply a more beneficial 
converfe, which the generality of our 
countrymen endeavour to difcover in 
vain, in the wide and expanded field of 
politics. 

If is really inconfiftent to hear a man 
afect an uneafinefs and concern at 
fome affairs of ftate, which could not 
injure him in any degree ; whilit his own 
particular affairs are fo deranged, that 
to rectify them, would hrave. engroffed 
the attention of any man of common 
fenfe, 

There are many who pretend fuch 
information from the great, that they 
feem to give a degree of authenticity to 
their affertions on ftate matters ; this 
very often proves an introdu¢tion to the 
table of the bufy citizen, who tranfplants 
the news received from his refpetted 
frie nd, with all the fecrecy of importance, 
to his equals, which caufes him to come 
of the beft informed man, thie hero of 
his lib’; whil{t this follower of Mer- 
cury laughs at him in his heart, plys 

im with his fultain the more, and almott 
gives him fuch: a tafte for politics, that 

Eebruary, 1804. 
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he forgets ‘his ftation, fancies himfclf a 
ftate{man, and at lait, the refult is a 
place in that confpicuous proclamaticr, 
the bankrupt calendar. 

In fhort, thro’ almoft every avocation 
in life, you will hear politics the general 
topic.

Parifian Fafbioas. 
IN fall drefs, almoft all ladies of fath- 


ion wear muflin turbans embroidered or 
{potted with filver or gold. ‘The tur- 
bans are forthe moft part of a pyrami- 

Very few turbans are of two 
Some are feen which bave the 
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gold; others, the ground of which 13 
fatin and the folding crape ; others, in 
fine, which are half fatin and half 
velvet. 

Next tothe turban, the head-drefs 
principally in vogue ts that formed by 
the pendant veil. The veil 13 of mufhin: 
diamonds, pearls and coral, are itil the 
fafhionable ornaments. Fafhion requires 
that the ribands which faflen any kind 
of hats, fhould form a knot at the top 
of the head, after having been pailed 
under the chin. 

Some very elegant ladies prefer, to 
turbans, very fmall yellow ftraw hats, 
ornamented with flowers.—Black vel- 
vet hats are no longer feen, but a great 
number of yellow raw or jonquille fa- 
tun are worn. 

Jonquille, amaranth, and orange, are 
the prevailing colours. ‘“Vhe fathion ot 
fatin for robes is renewed: they are 
made a Penfant, thatis lay, open at the 
back. In full drefs the arms are naked 
We begin to fee great cozis of black 
velvet, quite plain, without an edging 
of fur, with fmall lapels, anda collar 
like thatof the men. Great coats, of 
the fame fafhion, are alfo made of fuper- 
fine cloth, of a deep blue, deep green, 
or greenifh brown. With both = thefe 
a fichu-chemife is worn, very open in the 
front and with a large ftanding collar, 
eithertrimmed or not trimmed. 

Shawls have for fome weeks been in 
general ufe, thafe at leatt which are 
fiyled a lr TZ urgue. The iguare thawls 
are plain cloth, of amaranth, red, cher- 
ry or orange colour: they have, as laft 
year, acorns and flowers embroidered in 
each corner. 

The head-dre{fs confilts in a double

AMONG other curiofities of Paris, 
mr. Carr notices the celebrated madame 
Recantier, who excited fo much admi- 
ration, not unmixed with fome popular 
clamour, a fhort time fince, in this 
country. After relating a few fecret 
anecdotes refpecting thie lady, he men- 
tions her magnificent bed. 

‘Ttis a fuperb fofa, raifed upon a 
pedeftal, the affent to which is by a 
fight of cedar fleps ; on each fide are 
altars, on which ate placed Herculatie- 
um vafes of flowers, and a large antique 
lamp of gold; the back of the bed is 
furmed by an inimenfe pier glafs, and 
the curtains, which are of the moft 
coltly muflin, feftooned with golden 
taflels, defcend in benutiful drap: Ty 
from a floral crown of gold.’

Tivoli, a favourite place of amtufement 
with she Parifians ; Frefcati, the fa- 
fhionable promenade at the conclufion 
of the opera; the courts of juftice $ 
the national library; the Gobelines 3 
the Hall of the legiilative affembly 5 1 
and the Englifh convent, Gr, as it is 
called, the convent of the blue nvns, 
in the Rue de St. Victoire, the only 
¢lablifhment of the kind throughout the 
republic which has furvived the revolu- 
tion. This convent, in the reign. of 
terror, was converted into a prifor for 
the female nobility. It was here that 
the duchefs de Biron, and her mother 
were immured, whee fate ftands re- 
corded as one of the moft ficnal and fa- 
vage atrocities which marked the bloody 
career of Robefpierre. 

‘dmongtft thofe who fuffered was the 
beautiful ducheffe de Bitoti,’ faid to be 
one ofthe lovelie(t women of the French 
court. Her fate was fingular atid hor- 
nhle. One morning, two of the affit- 
tant executioners came into one of the 
fooms, and called upon the female citi- 
#0 Biron to come forward, meaning 
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the old duchefle de Biron, the mother, 
who was here immured with her 
daughter ; fome one faid, ‘ which of 
therh do you require?’ The hell-hounds 
replied, * our order was for one only, 
but, as there are two, we will have 
both, that there may beno error.’ ‘The 
mother and daughter were taken away, 

locked fenfelefs in each other’s arms.— 
When the cart which carried, them ar- 
rived at the foot of the feaffold, the 
chief executioner looked at his Paper, 
which contained a lilt of his vidims, 

and faw the name of only one Biron ; 
the afliftants informed him that they 
found two of that name in the convent, 
and, to prevent miftake, they had 
brought both. The principal, with 
perfect fang froid, frid it was all well, 

wrote with a pencil thie article ¢ Jes,” 

before the name Biron, to which he 
added an s, and immediately beheaded 
both! !

The Ancient Cuflom of Duelling. 


IT appear that aduel‘was allowed to 
plaintiff and defendant, in caufes that 
could not be decided otherwife. This 
method was fo generally made ufe of, 
0 terminate the differences between 
noblemen, that even ecclefiaftics and 
Monks were not difpenfed from the ob- 
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fervance of this cruel and extravagant 
law, but women, the fick, the maim- 
ed, young perfons under twenty, and 
old men above fixty. It was ordered 
at firft, in all caufes, as well criminal 
as civil; and afterwards confined to 
thofe cafes which related to honour, ct 
toa capital crime. ‘This cuftom came 
from the north: the Burgundians had 
erected it into a law; and the French 
adopted it at thetr entrance into Gaul. 
Religion and reafon long made ufelefs 
eHorts to bring about its abroyation ; 
it fupported itfelf during almoft twelve 
centuries, In {pite of the thunders of 
the Vatican. Some are of opinion 
that the combat between ‘Tarnac and 
Chataignerate, before Henry the fe- 
cond, was the la famous duel foughi 
in Irance by public authority: this is 
a miftake ; for we read in the hiftory 
of the nobility of the county of Ve- 
naiflin, that Honore d’Albert, lord of 
Luines, fought in an inclofure at the 
wood of Vincennes, in the prefence of 
king Charles the ninth, and his whole 
court, againft captain Panier, who re- 
proached him with the fufpicion that 
was entertained of him, in the affair of 
Mole and Coconas. ‘Ihe champion of 
Luines had the whole honour of the 

combat: he killed his enemy, whom a 

thoufand valiant actions had rendered 

formidable. The form of this extraor- 

dinary procedure deferves the attention 

of the curious, and fuggetts ftrange re- 

flections upon human caprice. ‘The 

accufer and the accufed threw down a 

pledge, which the judge took up : this 

was molt commonly a glove. Immedi- 

ately hereupon the two combatants were 

fent to prifon, or clofely guarded. Af- 


ter this, they could make no accommo- 


dation, without the confent of the 
judge. It was the lord of high juvil- 


diction that fixed the day for the duel, 
afligned the field, and furnifhed the 
combatants with arms. Whilft they 
were earried to the field, with fifes play- 
ing, and trumpets founding, a prielt 
bleft them with great ceremony. ‘I'he 
combat began by the lie being given 
and returned on both fides. By infen-

Deluge at Madeira. 
A PRIVATE letter toa refpe&a 


ble houfe in this town communicates 
fome important particulars of the late 
difafter at Madeira. This letter ftates, 
that, on the night of the gth of O@. 
laft, a torrent rufhed down from the 
mountains on the town of Funchal, the 
capital of the ifland of Madeira, with 
irrefittible violence, bearing every 
thing before it in its paflage to the 
fea. The bed of the river, not betng 
capable of containing this increafe of 
water, overflowed on each fide to a 
confiderable extent, and fwept away 
three of its bridges, and a magnificent 
church. Manfions, warehoufés, inha- 
bitants, cattle, and effeéts of all forts, 
were indilcriminately involved in this 
rehiltlefs element, and hurried to the 
ocean. The ftreets of two thirds of 
the town were completely inundated ; 
in moft places the water reached to the 
firft floor. ‘The darknefs of the night, 
the rufh and roar of the waters, the 
cries of the fufferers. the terror of a 

formed fuch a fcene as may with diffi- 
culty be conceived, but mocks all pows 
ers of defcription. Towards morning, 
however, the violence of the torrent 
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abated, and towardsthe noon of next 
day, had neatly fubfided. Every exer 
tion was now made to afcertain the ex- 
tent of the mifchief, and to relieve the 
diftrefles of thofe to whom relief could 
be given. But here our information, 
owing to the governor, who would not 


| fuffer the difpatch of any private let- 


ters, ceafes to be particular. The 
friends of mr. Cock, the vice-conful, 
will rejoice to hear that, although his 
houle and’ ftores were entirely {wept 
away, yet that he and his numerous fa- 
mily have all, though with extreme 
dificulty, providentially efcaped. Nor 
isthere mention of any other Englifh 
family having fuffered in the flighteft 
degree, “The vait aggregate of water 
is conje€tured to have been produced 


_by the buriting of a water-fpout in the 


mountains (an accident not untrequent ) 
for, although it had ramed on the day 
of and.on that preceding, the event, 
yet the quantity which had fallen was 
not at all fufficient to produce fuch a 
flood... A’ pretty confiderable village, 
which lay in the courfe of the torrent, 
is entirely deftroyed. 

Sublequent accounts afford reafon to 
believe, that report has much ‘exagge- 
rated the diftrefs ocealioned by this 
event.

Gun Boats. 


THE plan of invading England 
with gun boats was propofed, during 
the feven years war, to the minifter of 
Louis XV. the duc de Choifeul, by 
captain Kervagelen, who had refided a 
long time in England, and in 1742, 
when Ruflia and Sweden'were at war, 
nad been in the fervice of the latter.— 
The navy of France, at that period, 
Was much inferior to the Britifh navy, 
and though our regulars were employed 
in Germany,’ America, and India,’ the 
tumber of our militia was not one third 
what they are at prefent ; our volun- 

: fs numerous than our 
tia; our coaft almoft without de- 

“ace or defeaders; and our councils 
diftra&ed by faGtions and divifions ; the 
“en regular and paternal government 

France, confidering the improbabi- 
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lity of any fuccefs, and the great cer- 
tainty of the lofs of lives in the attempt 
after building near one hundred gua 
boats, relinguifhed that mode of invad.- 
ing England, as totally impracticable. 
In 1796, the gun boat fyftem was re- 
vived in France by a captain Mufkein, 
fon of a late merchant in Artwerp, 
who, in 1789 and 17g0 had been a lieu- 
tenant in the Swedifh fervice, and as. 
fuch diftinguifhed himfelf inthe war be- 
tween Ruffia and Sweden. According 
to his plan, feveral hundred gan boats 
were contracted fer by the direGtory, 
who made Mufkein the commander over 
the flotilla, In the {pring of 1791, he 
attacked, ‘with fifty gun boats, the 
ifland of St. Marcou, but was repulfed 
with great lofs. This trial difgufted 
the directory, and Mufkein was dif- 
graced. Bonaparte, who cates lefs 
about the lives, of his flaves'than even 
the cruel direétory, has revived this 
deftru€tive, if not abfurd plan; becaufe 
it flatters his ambition, agitates Eng- 
land, and involves Englifhmen in great 
expence, by great and expenfive defen- 
five meafures. The fuecefs of carrying 
on. the war with gta boate, ia the Bal- 
tic, on the coafts of Swedep and Ruffia, 
is Owing particularly to the natural cir- 
cumftance, that in the Baltic no. tides 
interfere with their manceuvres. Peter 
the Great was the firft who conftru@ted 
thefe veffels after his conqueft of Livo- 
niag and tn the Gulph of Finland, and 
during the abfence of Charles XII, 
did’ »preat “mifchief to all. che Swedith 
towns upon the coaft. In the war of 
1740, the Swedes had a gun boat flo- 
tilla, but not numerous enough to refill 
that of Ruffia. It was particularly in 
the lait war between Ruflia and Sweden, 
that the great Gultavus III. proved 
the adventure of gun boats-. After the 
unequal battle in July 1770, near Wy. 
bourg, between the inferior Swedifh 
fleet, and that of Ruffia, the Ruffian 
gun boats, or, as they are called, the 
galley fleet, attacked that of Sweden 
near Swenfund, and, after an engage- 
ment of tweve hours, were completely 
defeated, with the lofs of 80 gun boats 
and other veffels, and 10,000 'prifoners.

The effects of this folly are at prefent 
but too viftble.in her appearance. She 
is pale, thin, extremely teeble, nervous, 
and fubject to frequent and fevere head. 
aches. Bathe fill periifts in indulging 
this dangerous fanoy ; becaufe, to ule 
her owa expreflions, deceived and dil- 
appointed as i\e has been by thofe. on 
who ‘the belbowed her affections, «the

What 
is intended for the fervants 1s diftri- 
buted, to them by their mafters and 
miltreffes, ‘and. .they appear in an in-

make acourtefy. During the fupper, 
fome children of the village fing feve-. 
ral hymns in praife of the virgin and 
her fon. After fupper, they vilit the 
children’s chamber, iluminated with 
coloured candles upan a large table, 
containing round cakes, gingerbread, 
and other cakes, heaped up one upon 
another in a pyramidical form, one for 
each child, more or lefs high, as the 
conduét of the child has been during: 
the year, Thofe cakes aré_ to. cemals 
untouched until Chriftmas is over.— 
Nearly the fame ufuage_ prevails. in 


Spain, Italy, and Germany, with this. . 


difference, that between thofe pillars of 
cakes is an artificial tree, containing 


wax figures of the virgin,. of Chrift, 


‘of Jofeph, &c. among the leaves. Be- 


fore nine o’clock, ftrangers retire, and 
every body goes to bed. No fooner is 
midnight over, than a chorus of the 
children and fervants comes to your 
Chamber door, and wifhes you.a good 
chriltmas. At, one o'clock in. the 
morning you are called up to breakfaft, 
andthe firlt fervice begins at two. 

In entering the wooden churck, all 
painted, or rather daubed over, you 
fee every perfon with one or two can- 
dies before him or her, painted in diffe- 
rent colours and manners; all perfons 
carrying with them their own candies 
and candlefticks,.of the fize they cay 
afford, and they colour they like. No 
filver . candlefticks. were feen, few of 
other metals, but molt of them of carv- 
ed or gilt wood. 3 aie 
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The fervice, fays our correfpondent, 
began with a fhort pialm, and then the 
curate’s fon, a young [chool boy, after 
many bows to the congregation, placed 
himtelf before the altar, and fung, in 
a kind of folo, fome paragraphs from a 
chapter in the bible, about the birth 
of Chri. That done, the curate af- 
cended the pulpit, and preached extem- 
pore for near an hour, and a pfalm 
again finifhed the fervice. At four, 
another, and at fix the Jaft fervice began, 
borh nearly refembling the firft; and 
all three were over before eight in the 
morning. In anfwer to my queftion, 
why the fervice commenced, fo early ? 
the curate told me, that the extent of 
the parithes, in fome parts of his coun- 
try, goes to thirty and forty miles, and 
the parifhioners would not be home tn 
time to enjoy Chriftmas day, the only 
happy day for moft of them inthe year, 
was heto detain them later. He added, 
this is the only holiday I am obliged to 
preach three extempore fermons. This 
cultom is, however, more probably, a 
remnnant of the Roman catholic’s mid- 
nicht mals. 

At our return from church, a warm 
heer foup, {weetened with molafles, and 
the beef from the fupper, were offered 
as refrefhments. At twelve o’clock we 
all dined with the collector, nearly in 
the manner we had fupped, with the 
addition of a roated wild fowl of the 
fize of a turkey, called in their lan- 
guage Kaedcer, of an agreeable flavour, 
anda pot of artificial coffee from burn- 
ed oak, dried forrel, &c. Afi cr din- 
ner, the collector made a {mall bowl 
of punch from arrack, containing jut 
a wine glafs of liquor for each of us.— 
At five o’clock, the fupper was upou 
the table, and plenty of beer drank, 
with wifhes that they might all meet 
avain happy at another Chrittmas.— 
During the whole day, and all the fol- 
lowing days of my ftay, the. children 
of the village were finging hymns be- 
tore the houfes of the curate, of the 
colle@or, and of the frfcal; and thefe 
three perions continued each inturn to 
treat rhe two others and their famu'tes 
nearly in the fame manner as on Chrift- 
mas day, only with the difference that, 
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except new year’s day, every evening 
was finifhed by a dance for an hour, of 
their children, at the finging of their 
mothers, no mufician being ‘im the pa. 
rith. . 

At midnight, on new year’e eve, | 
was again difturbed by the chorus of the 
children and fervants, to with me, 
good new yeat, and called to attend di 
vine fervice, which began an hour later. 
and was over an hour earlier, thay 
Chriftmas morning, and confiited only 
of two fermons. All the parifhioner 
now followed their paftor to his hoafe, 
where they brought him prefents of but. 
ter, cheefe, eggs, dried or pickled 
rein-deer, ot bear’s-flefth, and 1n returg 
received each a glafs of brandy. Al 
of them kifled the hands of the curate’s 
wife, and fome of them even thofe of 
the curate. During that dav, all per. 
fons who met fhook hands or embraced 


each other, in wifhing a good new yean 


‘l @ curate told me, that in the towns 
and cities ail clafies of people vilit or 
leave their cards on new year’s day} 
and that a negleé&t of it 1s always re 
garded as an affront. Superiors dift- 
bute preients to their inferiors, who de 
the fame among themfelves ; and mai. 
ters reward the zeal or fidelity of ther 
fervants, as on the Chriftmas eve. In 
all coffee-houfes and tayerns, a pewter 
plate is placed upon the bar, where the 
cuftomers put fome money for the watt 
ers, who, during the year, never & 
mand or expeét any thing from regulit 
cultomers. This lat ulage ts followed 
and improved upon in France, Italy, 
and Germany, where the waiters, # 
ferving, offer each cuflomer a cornet 
paper containing fome {weet meats 
confeciionary dainties, and expect & 
return g prefent of money. | 
It was the conftant cuftom of this 
good curate, not to fuffer‘’any one 1 
his houfe to remain in bed after ™ 
o’clock in the morning, or to begin aif 
work before morning-prayers ; the 
mily, fervants, and vifitors, were! 
colleGed in the fame room, and rema 
ed upon their knees until prayers we 
over. After fupper every might, the 
fame ceremony took place with th 
evening prayers, and though this ea 
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ing devotion continued nearly half-an- 
hour cach timc, I never obferved any 


thing but attention even in the chil- 


dren. Prayers of a quarter of an hour 
were regularly faid .before . and after 
each repalt ; and the curate often inter- 
rupted the innocent dance of the. chil- 
dren, by afking ‘them to pray and fing 
hymus, to which they fubmitted witn a 
cheerfulnefs which proved they had been 
inftru@ted, that. in doing their duty to 


their Creator, they enjoyed the firit of 


all earthly pleafures. } 
The great dittance from all towns, 


andthe few wants of the people, made 


every thing very cheap in this part of 


the country. [he curate’s wife often 
told me, that the.colleGtor mult be 
rich, becaufe, with three children only, 
he had forty rix dollars, or ten pounds 
ii the year, whilft her hufband, with 
half that falary, could wry well bring 
up-feven children.  This.good woman, 
when I afked her what | could do for 


her family, ‘for their hofpitality to- 


wards a ftranger, told me, with much 
fimplicity, that if / could afford at, and 
would fend her hufband from Gotten- 
burgh (diftant about 150 miles) a pound 
of good tobacco, I fhould make_ her 


| hufband. as happy as a prince. | 


In converfing with the pious curate 
about the morality of his parifhioners, he 
told me, with a groan, that three years 
agoa crime. had beén committed, which 
had excited alike the wrath of heaven 
and ihe fcandal of the fex ; becaufe 
the daughter of a peafant was feduced 
by a Danifh officer, and had.a baftard 
child. But, added he, though fhe died 
ina fhort time, and was very repentant, 
both myfelf, my wife, and our neagh- 
bours, have often feen the devil, fince 
he was buried, walking in the church- 
yard, fometimes under the figure of a 
White bear, and .at other times as. a 
Back wolf with fire in. his mouth and 
eyes ; and we have been feveral times 
diturbed inthe night by the rattling of 
chains, and complaints, in the very 
Voce of the unfortunate. girl, , which 
only our fincere prayers caufed to ceafe.
